One of the statements made in a re- 
cent letter to the press by Mr. E. T. 
Staley, secretary of the Provincial Coun-

MONTREAL (CP) — Thirty- 
one years of service as a deporta- 
tion officer have ended for Mrs. 
Eva Chevrier pf Montreal. She 
recently retired from the federal 
department of immigration. 

As deportation officer she_es- 
corted women deportees to ships 
which would take them back to 
their homeland. Usually she had 
to bring them from far-flung 
parts of Canada. 

Many of her charges were 
criminals or mental cases and 
while they were her responsi- 
bility she had to be with them 
constantly. 


In some cases she was required 
to escort the deportee all the way 
home. On one occasion she .ac- 
companied a deranged woman 
from Sudbury, Ont., to her home 
in Georgetown, British Guiana.

PRESIDENT 
SAYS HE IS 
DRAFT-PROOF 


WASHINGTON, March 31 
(AP)—President Truman 
convinced all but the most 
stubborn Truman die-hards 
today that he is “draft-proof” 
and sent them on a desperate 
hunt for a new Democratic 
standard-bearer. 

Many seemed inclined to go 
along with his own apparent, 
choice of Governor Adlai Steven- 
son of Illinois—if Stevenson will 
—but three avowed presidential 
candidates already in the field 
claimed new support. 

Saturday night, néar 
of a “give’em-hell” speech 
against the Republicans at a 
Democratic rally, the President 
departed from his prepared text 
to say 

“I shall not -be a candidate for 
reelection. I have served my 
country long and, I think, effi- 
ciently and honestly. 

“I shalt not accept a renomina- 
tion. I do mot feel that it is my 
duty to spend another four years 
in the White?House ,. . 

When reporters asked if any 
development could bring him to 
reverse his decision, the Presi- 
dent said, “none whatever.” 

At a Sunday reception, Truman 
urged 2,000 party workers to “get 
in there and. pitch” for a Novem- 
ber victory. He promised to work 
as enthusiastically for the party 
ticket “as if I were on it.” 
WORLD COMMENT 

Most of the world’s press ban. 
nerlined Truman's decision, but 
it had not yet been published in 
Moscow. 

The former British prime min- 
ister, Clement Attlee, declined 
comment; bat “other Furoseat 
officiais were less reticent. Maur- 
ice Schumann, French foreign 
affairs expert, applauded Tru- 
man's “wisdom for knowing 
when to quit.” West German 
eircies wortied about future 
United States policy. The Danish 
foreign minister, Ole Bieern 
Kraft, expressed hope it would 
be the same as that laid down 
by. Truman. rs
